A Western Tornado. —A great tornado 
recently swept over portions of Michigan. 
Wisconsin, and Iowa, prostrating houses 
and trees, and doing immense damage.— 
The Dubuque (Iowa) papers say that place 
was deluged with water, blinded by light¬ 
ning, anddeafened by thunder. At Andrew, 
in Jackson comity, a tornado strnck the 
house of Mr. John Joaes, just as the fami¬ 
ly were about to sit down to supper, carry¬ 
ing away the roof and upper portion oT 
the building, taking everything out of the 
house, even to the carpet on the floor. 
The family gathered together in a corner 
and were not hurt, excepting one boy, and 
lie not seriously. Mr. Jones linil about 
four thousand feet of lumber piled up near 
his house, which was carried about three 
miles distant, aud broken into small pieces. 
His poultry were all-killed, and his fences 
thrown down, 

What the Legislature Costs. —During 
the entire year there are abont ninety per¬ 
sons employed ?t the State House or under 
salary annually, at a monthly expense of 
about 513,000. This includes the clerks of 
both branches, the Sergeaut-at-Arms and 
the heads of all the departments. While 
the Legislature is in session there are 23 
employes especially for the Legislature— 
the doorkeepers, messengers, pages. &c. 
The daily expense of these, with the 240 
members of the House aud 40 members of 
the Senate, at S3 a day, Is about 91300. 
The average daily expense of legislative 
printing is about S240, and the daily ex¬ 
pense of a sessiou would thus be about 
91800, which is undoubtedly a low esti¬ 
mate. 

Witchcraft in Kentucky. —This is an 
ago of progress. In Owen County, Ken¬ 
tucky, for instance, a Grand Jury, last 
week, “presented” an aged woman of that 
place, on the charge of beiug a witch— 
i chich she says that she is not. It is al¬ 
leged that she cast an evil eye upon her 
neighbor’s cattle, so that they sickened 
and died by the score, and, further, that 
she so affected the waters of the wells up¬ 
on which she looked that all who partook 
of them languished aud eventually fol¬ 
lowed their fathers to dream-land. That 
must have been an intelligent grand Jury. 

Another Negro Outrage.— The eldest 
daughter of Rev. D. B. Nichols, of Wash¬ 
ington, a young lady about 17 years old, 
was outraged by a negro in a retired lane 
on the outskirts of Washington, last week. 
She, in company with her two sisters, was 
on her way home from the Howard Univer¬ 
sity, when the negro sprang out from a 
clump of bushes, seized her, and ertectcd 
his purpose, notwithstanding her cries and 
the screams and eUQprts of her sisters to 
prevent. Information was at once given 
to the proper authorities, but the wretch 
succeeded in L-.aking his escape. 

Another ILingixg.— Henry Miller was 
executed in the yard of the State Prison 
at Vfindsor, Vt., last week, for the murder of 
Joshua G. Gowiugand his wife, AbigjiGow- 
ing, of Ascutneyville, iu July, 1807. Al- j 
though proof against him was of the most I 
positive character, Miller refused to make 
any confessiou, but died professing inno¬ 
cence to the last. 

Those Bondholders.— Those Confed¬

Boston* is to be beaten. Boston must 
not be lionized so widely.

Even in Hammer weather when railroad 
cars need no lire, they arc in danger of 
burning up with their passengers, as in 
the case of the late Eric disaster. There 
is a remedy for such horrors, and it is sin¬ 
gular that railroad corporations have not 
thought of it before. Let every car be 
supplied with a couple of Fire Extinguish¬ 
ers, and any fire that might originate in a 
broken car, from the stove or engine, 
could be extinguished in a few moments. 
It never happens that all the cars are 
smashed, so that those saved from the 
wreck would afford means for protecting 
the others from fire. A single extinguisher 
would,.no doubt, have prevented the burn¬ 
ing alive of half a dozen passengers at 
the lat e accident. _ 

The threat of Brigham Young, made to 
Judge Trumbull of Illinois, that he need 
not be surprised to hear that some of the 
federal officers would be put out of the 
country, and that the Mormons would not 
obey the law forbidding polygamy, is a 
warning of trouble ahead. Sooner or 
later the law has got to be put in force, and 
it will be met with opposition. Youug is 
already counselling the young women to 
marry as fast as possible, and as many of 
them as possible marry one man. The 
question will then arise, must these women 
be separated from their husbands? If so, 
which one will be the legal wife ? A Mor¬ 
mon may marry two or more at a time, so 
there can be no first wife. One thing is 
certain; it will require the strong arm of 
military power to crush this twin of slav¬ 
ery, and the sooner tiie work is com¬ 
menced the better. 

The .$1200 worth of lager beer, seized lty 
Constable Jones, of the ITaff brothers in 
Boston, a week or two ago, has been re¬ 
turned to I hem on the ground that it would 
spoil before a decision could be reached in 
the matter. Bather singular proceeding, 
that. If the sellers were violating the law, 
apparently, they must run the risk of their 
beer spoiling while uuder seizure. But 
there was no more doubt in this matter 
than in a dozen other eases where beer had 
been seized, but the effect was likely to be 
diBbrent. It could do no harm to seize a 
keg efi lager and a jug of ale from a poor 
woina&Klowu on North Street, but when 
tiie constables took the choice beer and 
Rlieinish wines of the Dutchman on Frank¬ 
lin Street, there was a demonstration which 
tiie authorities could not stand up against. 
The fact is, a good many men have just 
found out that the late prohibitory law. 
cutting off the taps of ale and lager beer, 
is just about as obnoxious as that of 1867 
putting an embargo upon cider, and that 
such a law cannot stand-. There are parlies 
who blame the Republicans for this law. 
This is a mistake. The Democrats of the 
late legislature, by throwing: their votes 
one way and another, to make the low just 
as obnoxious as possible, are responsible, 
and while they are congratulating them¬ 
selves on the mischief tliej' have done, 
they are throwing all the odium on the Re¬ 
publican party. That is just the way they 
have conducted in our national matters. 
By their action a national war was brought 
about, incurring a heavy debt, and now they 
turn around and blame the Republicans for 
Loth,

sraixcKiELD, July 22, 18G9. 

What a horrid accident that was on the 
Erie road, last week : the shoving of a bag¬ 
gage car into a passenger car, with the 
transfixing and subsequent burning of the 
inmates, in part. Hardly anything more 
dreadftil can be conceived. I’ve had a 
slight experience in this “telescoping” busi¬ 
ness ; let me relate it: 

On the first Saturday afternoon in Janu¬ 
ary, 1855, I was in the train which left 
New York at three o’clock for Boston. A 
violent northeasterly snow storm was rag¬ 
ing fiercely, and so continued through the 
night. It was nine o’clock wlicu we reach¬ 
ed New Haven, and midnight when we pass¬ 
ed Hartford. Six miles this side we came 
to a stop, early Sunday morning. We were 
“stalled,” as the railroad men say. The 
depth of snow at tlmt spot was not more 
than six Indies, but having nothing to 
scrape it away, the engine wheels ground 
around in it like so much meal. The two 
locomotives were detached and sent for¬ 
ward to Windsor Locks for help. When 
they returned, about two o’clock, owing to 
the storm, the engineer did not see the lan¬ 
tern on the forward end of the train; con¬ 
sequently he hit the ears rather hard, and 
the shock did more damage than it would 
if tiie latter had been in a condition to 
move, but they were not, owing to the snow 
which iiad drifted around tlie wheels. I 
was in the forward end of the first passen¬ 
ger car reading, the other occupants stand- 
ingabout the stove. The first intimation of 
a collision was by a crash of splintered 
wood and broken glass, accompanied by a 
shock which prostrated everyone standing 
up, and extinguished every light in tiie car. 
The crash was over in an instant, but that 
siiort period of terror was followed by a 
second of death-like stillness; and then 
come screams “and nothing more,” for we 
were more frightened than hurt. An ex¬ 
amination showed the floor of the baggage 
car raised upon that of the passenger car, 
and sent far enough along to force in the 
front end of tiie latter at the bottom. A 
continuance of the propelling power 
would have pushed the baggage car com¬ 
pletely through our car, ami wc should 
have been squeezed in its deadly embrace 
witiiont a warning. A messenger was at 
once dispatched to Hartford in thedarkuess 
and storm; an extra train readied us at 
noon, and at 3 I*. M. we were landed at 
Springfield. 

Everybody of middle age in the county 
knows Judge Oliver B. Morris. He will be 
87 very soon, and is quite smart for one of 
his years. I met him a few days since, and 
on my asking him how lie was he replied 
that he was pretty well for an old man, 
though his legs troubled him some in get¬ 
ting about. I told him there was a iuw 
machine for those who couldn’t walk. When 
he found it was a vclocipidc lie exclaimed, 
“ Conscience, I can’t ride one of those 
things.” Born in 1782, the same year with 
Martin Van Hcren, Daniel Webster, Thom¬ 
as II. Benton, John C. Calhoun, Lewis 
Cass, and Levi Lincoln, he went first to the 
legislature in 1809, being the youngest 
member, and has survived all liis cotem¬ 
poraries. In those daj's the stage-coach 
was the public conveyance, and he told me 
once that in his travels back and forth be¬ 
tween Boston and here, he had slept in ev¬ 
ery town on the route save two. His leg¬ 
islative reminiscences arc quite interesting. 
In his early days the pnrties were Federal 
and Republican. Joseph Story, tiie late 
Judge Story, was speaker of the House in 
1811, and was a incdcrate Republican.-r 
About that time the Republicans re-dis¬ 
tricted the State for representatives to 
Congress, passing the famous bill to that 
end, which was named tiie “Gerrymander,” 
from Elbridgc Gcrrv, then Governor. The 
next session both branches were strongly 
federal, and at the opening, Cliarls 1’. Sum¬ 
ner, father of Senator Sumner, who was 
also a Republican,’and of late the clerk of 
the House, told young Morris that “onr 
folks had acted so like the devil lie could 
be speaker if’ tie chose, but the latter de¬ 
clined. His bill, however, introduced at 
that session to repeal the obnoxious act, 
was a great success, and quite a political 
exploit for one so young. It was read, the 
rules were suspended, and it was engross¬ 
ed in about fifteen minutes by botli brandi¬ 
es. Of course it was short; it simply re¬ 
pealed the “Gerrymander” act, but it did 
the work ns promptly and effectually as a 
bullet could act. Now tiiis, 1 imagine, may 
be a bit of heretofore unwritten Massachu¬ 
setts political history, but tiie Judge claims 
the credit of killing the “Gerrymander,” 
the last of the Saurians. 

There is already complaint about our 
new school houses as affecting the health 
of the older girls. They are placed in the 
upper rooms, and the traveling up and 
down stairs, eight times a day, from the 
third story to the cellar, is believed by 
some parents, and quite possibly with rea¬ 
son, to be injuring girls just budding into 
womanhood. It should be borne in mind 
that a good phj-sical development requires 
a due amount of nervous vigor distributed 
to all parts, and if the higher regiou or in¬ 
tellectual portion of the brain draws more 
than its one share, as is quite likely iu our 
stimulating educational system, other parts 
of the body suffer. Dili it ever occur to 
anybody that in our efforts at elevation and 
improvement in the vegetable and animal 
kingdom, wc lose in quantity ns much as 
we gain in quality? But this opens a field 
in which I could write an essay, and I 
forbear.

Eloping Couple. —The elopement of 
Huchigiiani, the young husband of the 
once famous Mrs. General Eaton, with her 
granddaughter, two or three years ago, 
may be remembered on account of the 
world of sciiudal which was caused there¬ 
by.

The moon certain¬ 
ly d"al affect thc weather at thc time of thc 
eclipse, for there were frosts In- Vermont 
on the following nig’rt. Thc day pre¬ 
vious was so cold in this section that over¬ 
coats and fires were comfortable. Near 
Montreal snow fell the same day. But 
now that the moon is receding from its 
late position wc trust we may get a little 
old fashioned corn weather jnst for variety. 


Something is on foot at Boston. A

At Boston it made very little 
show on account of clouds, but Boston has 
had a Teuco Jubilee and cannot be expect 
ed to monopolize all thc good things. In 
thc region of totality thc scene was grand 
and awe inspiring. At Des Moiues the 
rosc-colorcd protuberances of thc sun ap¬ 
peared to thc number of five or six, thc 
largest being on the sun's southwestern 
quarter. It was discovered that the mer¬ 
cury fell thirteen degrees during thc pro¬ 
gress of the eclipse. Thc darkness durin 
the totality was intense. Venus and Mnr- 
curv wcfo seen by thc naked eye. At Shel 
byvillc <p»tc ar l*o*t of scientific men had 
gathered together. Professor Winlock 
used the new instrument, the spectroscope 
with wonderful success, I:i the spectrum 
of the protuberances of thc sun he ob 
served eleven bright lines, not more than 
tlve haviug been observed heretofore. Be 
tween the moon and the earth he observed 
a shower of meteors. Photographs of the 
sun were taken at different times during the 
partial obscuration. The beautiful red pro 
tnberances were visible to thc naked eje 
so also were thc stars Mercury, Vega, Vc 
nus aud Arcturus. The mercury fell forty 
two degrees within one hour. In several 
places fowls went to roost aud stars 
were seen as if it were night.

The Catholic societies of this State are 
relieving the Commonwealth of a great 
burden in providing for their destitute 
children. They have established an insti¬ 
tution at Boston for this purpose, and in 
the past year have cared for 1018 children, 
who otherwise would have been cast upon 
the charity of the public. The Catholics 
are liberal in their donations to this estab¬ 
lishment, and it will, no doubt, save many 
children from vice and want.- They pro¬ 
pose erecting a new building for their ac¬ 
commodation. 

Mi-3>icai. science has demonstrated that 
typhoid fever and cholera are propagated 
by the drinking of impure or contaminated 
water. This is why these diseases prevail 
more fearfully in cities and large towns, 
where acqucduct or cistern water is used. 
In Loudon, during the past ten years, near¬ 
ly 130,000 persons have died of typhoid fe¬ 
ver and 22,000 by cholera, nearly all caused 
by drinking foul water. The first care of 
the housekeeper should be to have good 
air and good water. With these essentials 
good health and long life arc pretty sure to 
follow. 

The Governor, with the advice of the 
council, has appointed lion. Henry S. 
Briggs, of Pittsfield, to be the standing 
justice; John Tatlock, of Pittsfield, and 
Lyman Prync, of Hinsdale, special justices, 
and John M. Taylor, of Pittsfield, clerk of 
the District Court of Central Berkshire. 
This appointment will create a vacancy in 
the auditor’s office if Gen. Briggs accepts, 
and he undoubtedly will. Julius L. Clarke, 
secretary of the Board of State Charities, 
has been named for the place of auditor, 
but he will not be likely to give up a good 
position for one that pays less. 

It is encouraging to think that pauper¬ 
ism in this State is on the decrease, which 
argues well for the prosperity of our peo¬ 
ple. Foreign paupers arc certainly on the 
decrease, ami the State almshouses which 
nsed- to be full are- now thinly populated. 
The whole number now supported by the 
State at the three almshouses is 1350, 
against lfi28 last year. The Insane paupers 
at Northampton, Worcester, and Taunton 
are about the same as last year. But the 
penal institutions of the State, wc are sor¬ 
ry to say, are more crowded than ever be¬ 
fore, the only condition which seems to be 
losing ground. 

The St. Louis people are getting in ear¬ 
nest about removing the Capitol to that 
city. They have recently held a meeting 
and resolved that a national convention be 
held in that city on the 13tli of October 
next, and that cacli State be Invited to send 
delegates, four for the State and two from 
each Congressional district, to be appoint¬ 
ed by the Governors. But the Eastern 
States don’t sec tiic need of the conven¬ 
tion, and won’t trouble themselves to send 
delegates. St. Louis and her convention 
cannot change the Capitol of the country 
.till Congress says “Yes;” so it is not 
worth while to be troubled about it yet. 

The Prohibition convention-at Boston on 
Tuesday was attended by about one thou¬ 
sand’ persons, though the committee on 
credentials reported 1500 delegates. P. 
Emory Aldrich of Worcester presided 1 , and 
there was-a long list of rice prcsidbnts and 
secretaries. The convention was moderate 
in its tone, and indorsed Governor C'lafiin, 
especially in his appointment of Judges. 
It adopted an address, urging the temper¬ 
ance people to be active in the preliminary 
political meetings, the coming full, and to 
elect prohibitory men for members of the 
next legislature. A list of twenty resolu¬ 
tions was also adopted. So the prohibi¬ 
tionists don’t propose to run a separate 
ticket if the Republicans will take them in.

LETTER FROM SPISI.YHITKLD. 

From our own Correspondent. 

Srmxeiriui.p, Aug. 20, is*?9. 

The experiments, to which reference was 
made in a former letter, for supplying a 
town or city with heated air, arc progress¬ 
ing. It is proposed to force air rapidly 
through a coil or series of iron pipes heat¬ 
ed in a furnace, and then through a greater 
length of pipe ontsklc, made of fire clay, 
which is claimed to be about the best non¬ 
conductor that can be had. The first trial 
will lie with a pump of eight inch diameter 
and eight inch stroke, and the clay pipes, 
now making in New York, will be 300 feet 
in length, and of a four inch bore, with a 
thermometer at each end which will indi¬ 
cate 000°. The proejetor expects to heat 
the air in the iron pipe to that temperature 
and force it to the farther end with little 
loss, but experiments in August will hardly 
be a criterion for January. I refer to this 
matter again with a desire to keep the pub¬ 
lic “posted,” lor you see it lias a bearing 
on the price of coal, in which we are ail 
interested. If the tiling should be tested 
further, by laying the clay pipe in the 
street, I may say, that it would be inclosed 
in a brick arch, lined with mortar made of 
fire clay.
